CANDLE POWER. 


I I o w t o M e a s u r e t h e L ig h t lu g 
Fo re.« a n d 
F f f e e t o f n F la m e . 
Th is question and its answer h av e 
been until recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only . 
But since one meth od of 
ligh ting is comp eting with th e oth er 
for sup eriority th e question of ligh ting 
p ower h as seemingly become a p ublic 
matter. 
How* many candle p ower? Th e 
question is v ery simp le and y et my steri­ 
ous to th e lay man. 
For measuring th e ligh ting p ower th e 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease sp ot. In its most sim ­ 
p le ap p lication th e ex p eriment can tie 
tried easily at h ome. 
A sh eet of w h ite 
p ap er w ith a grease sp ot in th e center 
is p ut into a fram e and p laced between 
two flames of different ligh ting p ower 
—for instance, 
between an 
ordinary 
candle and a lamp . 
Wh en th e fram e is equally distant 
from th e two unequally brigh t flames, 
th e grease sp ot can be seen p lainly on 
both sides. 
By mov ing th e frame with 
th e sh eet of p ap er slowly toward th e 
li ss brilliant ligh t— th at is, th e candle 
— it will arriv e finally at a p oint wh ere 
th e grease sp ot h as ap p arently disap ­ 
p eared on h otli sides of th *- p ap er. I Ins 
decep tion must alway s occur wh en on 
both sides of Hie p ap er an equal brigh t­ 
ness p rev ails and no side ligh t ex ists. 
Hav ing reach ed th is p oint, it can be 
as* ertained h ow much stronger i* th e 
ligh t of til** lamp th an th at *.1 th *- ('au­ 
dit*. 
If th e candle is 20 inch es distant, from 
th t- p ap er and th e lamp 60 inch es and 
y et th e brigh tness on both sides of tin* 
p ap er is th** same, th en th e ligh t of th e 
lamp will bo as strong as th at of nine 
candles. 
Th e calculation is based up on 
th e distances, th t* figures of wh ich are 
multip lied by th emselv es and th en di­ 
v ided—h er**, for instance, 00 times 60 
div ided by 20 multip lied by 20 equals 9 
Th is, of course, is th** most p rimitiv e 
meth od for measuring ligh t, but it is 
th e p rincip le for all th** delicate instru­ 
ments usetl in th e laboratories.— Pear­ 
son’s Wet kly . 


Soft sh elled crabs are a great lux ury , 
>ung closely related to th** lobster, but 
much more delicate. It is a curious fact 
th at a majority of th ose used in th e 
large cities of th is country are sh ip p ed 
from a single small town on th e eastern 
sh ore of Mary land, a p laee with less 
th an 500 inh abitants. 
Th e p astime of 
crabbing i> a v ery p leasant and gently 
ex citing one wh en p ursued as a div er­ 
sion, but tlu* actual business of gath er­ 
ing th e delicate crustaceans is a much 
more p rosy occup ation. Th ey are p acked 
for sh ip ment as soon as taken from th e 
water, usually * n a bed of sea grass, 
cov ered with a sp i inkling of crush ed 
ice. In th i> manner, alth ough v eiy deli­ 
cate for sh ip ment in th e ordinary way , 
th ey can be sent long distances m good 
condition. Th eir delicate nature will be 
better ap p reciated wh en it is said th at 
th e sudden stop p ing of an ex p ress car 
will often kill th em ; th at a clap of 
th under will frigh ten th em to death , 
and th at a sunh t am sh ining th rough 
glass will kill ev ery one it touch es. 
It 
will follow th at tli*' flesh of so frail a 
creature must be delicately treated in 
order to 1« at its best, anti Good House­ 
keep ing gh es a few recip es wh ich may 
be found desirable: 
Fried ('rubs. — ('lean and dry th *' 
crabs, sp iinkle with salt and p ep p er 
and roll in flour.

Sp rinkle th em w ith ch op p ed 
p arsley and garnish w ith slices of lem­ 
on. < )r th e crabs may be dip p * »1 in beaten 
:*ggs and th en in cracker dust and fried 
in h ot fat. Th ey sh ould be serv ed w ith 
•i tartar sauce. 
( ’rah Patties.— Put ov er th e lire iti a 
saucep an a tablesp oonful of butter, and 
wh en molted add tli« 'same quantity of 
flour and rook for a 1 i 111 * * time, stirring 
all tli*' wh ile. 
Th en slowly add a cup ­ 
ful of milk and stir till th e sauce is 
p erfectly smooth . 
Remov e th e p an to a 
cool p art of th e stov e, stir in th e beaten 
y olks of 2 eggs and salt and cay enne 
p ep p « T to tli« * taste. 
Break into small 
p it res enough boiled crab meat to fill a 
cup , add it t*» th e mix ture and stir 
gently until th e eggs are set, being care 
fill not to break tlu* p ieces of m* at. ] 
Hav e tlie p atty sh ells h ot and till th em 
with th *1 mix ture. 
Crab Salad.—Pick tin* crab meat into 
small p ieces and let it stand in a c o o l 
p lace for an h our with French dressing 
ov er it. 
Th en drain and mix with a 
h igh ly seasoned may onnaise dressing. 
Serv o in crisp lettuce.

ing, and did receive, $170,000. 
Much 
of this m oney w as either in that bank 
on deposit or loaned to y ou or y our 
friends at a tim e when th*- state was 
borrowing m oney with which to run 
its instRni ions and pay ing a hig h rate 
of interest therefor. 
And right h<*re 1 wish to make w hat 
I deem a pertinent inquiry * 
I know 
y ou have borrowed in order to run y our 
state 
Institutions, 
hundreds of th o u ­ 
sands of dollars, and in one instance I 
know where y ou were unable to bor­ 
row any thing in Illinois, and y ou did 
succeed in g ettin g 
$80,000 from St. 
Louis banks; that y ou paid 7 per cent, 
interest for the sam e. 
Now, since the 
law requires that every item of state 
expense shall be paid out of appropri­ 
ations provided by the leg islature, I 
would like to ask y ou out of w hat ap ­ 
propriation 
y ou have paid the thou ­ 
san ds of dollars of interest; or, to be 
m ore explicit, under w hat appropria­ 
tion do y ou propose to cover it up? 
It seem s that y ou are not only in favor 
of the state loaning m oney , but y ou 
favor the policy of borow ing m oney ;

eig ht m em bers, the father and m other, 
four brothers and tw o sisters.

m other died at Carbondale, Ills., in 
1803, and neither of the sisters now 
survives. 
T he m ale m em brs of 
the 
fam ily , five in number, all entered the 
U nion army . 
T he father enlisted in 
the F ourteenth 
Illinois cavalry , 
w as 
captured, and ended his life in a rebel 
prison pen at Colum bus, Miss. 
He 
sleeps in a g rave unm arked and un­ 
know n. 
A lbert Tanner, one 
o f 
the 
brothers 
voluteered 
in the T w en ty - 
sixth K entucky infantry , was severly 
wounded in battle, and died at N ash­ 
ville, Tenn., in 
186 3 . T he 
y ou n g est 
brother, Frederick, enlisted 
in 
the 
T hirteenth Illinois cavalry , and died in 
the hospital at Fine Bluff, Ark., Sept. 
4, 1804. 
J . M. Tanner, J o h n ’s rem ain ­ 
ing brother, w as also a m em ber of the 
T h irteenth Illinois cavalry , and served 
w ith distinction throug h the war, be­ 
ing mustered out a lieutenant in rank, 
in 1805 . 
He still survives, and is an 
honored citizen of Clay county , Ills. 
J ohn it. Tanner, the subject of this 
sketch entered C om pany A 
of 
the 
Ninety -eig ht!# Illinois infantry , in the 
y ear 1803, in w hich reg im ent he served 
until J une, 1805 , w hen lit* was trans­ 
ferred to C om pany B, of the Sixty -first 
Illinois infantry , 
not being 
finally 
m ustered out till September, 186 5 . He 
served in K entucky , T ennessee, A la­ 
bama and Georg ia, it is the united tes­ 
tim ony of th« ' com rades w ho m arched 
and foug ht w ith J oh n it. T anner that 
a better and braver soldier never wore 
the Union ldu« \ 
H e never shirked a 
duty or avoided a dang er. 
Generous 
to a fault, lie shared his blanket and 
his crust with any needy com rade, and 
under the deadly fire of rebel 
g uns, 
“ wher« ' men becam e iron, with nerves 
of steel,” J ohn It. Tanner never iiiehed 
or show ed his back to an enem y . 
There is no better proof of charac­ 
ter than th« 1 testim on y of those w ho 
have endured w ith such a m an 
the 
hardships, p rivation s and dang ers of 
war. 
It used to be said in old day s: 
“ If y ou would know a man, cross the 
plains w ith h im .” 
N ow 
it m ay 
be 
said, 
with 
g reater 
truth:
